CONGRESSMAN SAYS 

Ohio Democrat Says Banker 

Can Make $20,000 a Year 
by Spending $300. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Rep- 
resentative Lamneck (Dem.), Ohio, 
told the House today the Federal 
Reserve system was co le- 


wong “the greatest burglary in his- 


Criticising the system in the midst 
of a plea that the budget be bal- 
anced to avert “calamity,” Lam- 
neck said that for a $300 investment 
a bank could get a $20,000 return. 

“If a burglar had a license to 
steal,” he said, “he would at least 
have to carry away his loot. The 
Federal Reserve system has its loot 
brought to it.” 

Lamneck said this was the pro- 
cedure for a “steal” authorized by 
Congress: 

The Treasury asks for bids for 
several million: dollars worth of 
bonds. A banker says he will take 
$1,000,000 worth and credits the 
Treasury on his books with $1,000,- 
000. Then he deposits the bonds 
with a Federal Reserve agent as 
collateral security for $1,000,000 
in Federal Reserve notes and 
agrees to pay the cost of printing 
the currency—about $300. He now 
has $1,000,000 in currency to balance 
the $1,000,000 deposit he credited to 
the Treasury. He still owns the 
bonds and can collect the interest, 
about $20,000 a year, on an invest- 
ment of $300.

Amount Meets Request of Gov. 
Stark, Who Conferred With

WASHINGTON, April 19. — On 
order of President Roosevelt the 
Public Works Administration to- 
day allocated $1,276,264 for con- 
struction of an additon to the Mis- 
souri State Penitentiary at Jeffer-

RESUMED IN KANSAS CITY 


Grand Jury, Which Recessed to Per- 
mit Invetigators to Catch Up, 
Reconvenes. | 


KANSAS CITY,.Mo., April 19.— 
‘After a recess of two weeks, the 
Federal grand jury investigating 
vote fraud in Kansas City at the 
Nov. 3 general election resumed its 
inquiry this morning. Seventy wit- 
nesses from the Fourth Ward were 
called. ‘This is the first time the 
jury has looked into the vote in the 
Fourth Ward. The recess was grant- 
ed in order. that Federal investi- 
gators could draw abreast of the 
jury in assembling evidence, 

Sixty-nine persons indicted by the 
grand jury are awaiting trial for 
vote frauds. . Thirty-two others 
have been found guilty. 


OFFICER KILLS STILL OPERATOR 


Fells Him With Machinegun When 
He Fiees. 

DAYTON, O., April 19.—Clifford 
Sweet, 33 years old, was killed in 
a burst of machinegun bullets fired 
by a Deputy Sheriff, yesterday as 
Sweet fled from the scene of a 
liquor raid near Englewood, 10 
miles north of here. 

Deputy Sheriff C. L. Weidel, who 
fired the shots, said he found a 
100-gallon still and 1000 gallons of 
mash in upstairs quarters occupied 
by Sweet in the home of Mrs. F. H. 
Bolinger. It was said officers had 
confiscated 25 stills alleged to have 
been operated by Sweet in the last 
year.

A leader of the Senate opposition 
said today the measure might pass 
if the President would accept two, 
instead of a potential six, additional 
Supreme Court justices.

Business-Labor Conference 
on Problems Arising Un- 
der Wagner Act Begins

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, April 19.—Mem- 


bers of the American Federation 
of Labor Executive Council said 
today it was near the point of 
breaking finally with unions aligned 
with John L, Lewis’ rival Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization. 

Frank Morrison, A. F. of L. sec- 
retary, said it was conceivable the 
council session, opening today, 
would move for expulsion of the 
Lewis “rebel” unions, This would 
be done by fixing a time and place 


for a special Federation convention 
to’ ratify last year’s suspension of 
the groups. 

The ostensible purpose of the 
council] meeting, however, was to 
discuss a general membership cam- 
paign and the situation created by 
the Supreme Court's validation of 
the National Labor Relations Act, 

Lewis’ Meeting on Ford Plans. 

As the members went into ses- 
sion, Lewis met a few blocks away 
with leaders of the United Auto- 
mobile Workers to consider plans 
for organizing employes of the 
Ford Motor Co, 

The break between Lewis and 
the American Federation of Labor 
came a year ago over the question 
of craft unions or industria] unions, 

The Federation's policy has been 
to organize each craft separately. 
Lewis contended all workers in a 
major industry should be in one 
big union, regardless of their craft. 
Impatient with the A. F. of L, 
policy, Lewis formed the Commit- 
tee for Industrial Organization with 
the United Mine Workers as its key 
union, Nine other big unions joined 
him. All were suspended by the 
Federation. 

Since then Lewis’ organization 
has carried on; active membership 
campaigns and called sit-down 
striker in the automobile and other 
industries. 

Business-Labor Conference. 


The meetings of leaders of the 
rival labor factions were on the 
eve of a joint business-labor con- 
ference, called by Secretary Per- 
kins, to discuss problems of coliec- 
tive bargaining under the Wagner 
Act. Both Lewis and William 
Green, president of the A. F. of L., 
were among those invited. Lewis 
accepted and Green said he would 
attend if possible, but that his 
council's session, scheduled for three 
days, conflicted with it. A wide 
representation from industry was 
assured. 

Secretary Perkins left the con- 
ference program wide open for dis- 
cussion of all aspects of industrial 
relations to “effect a general un- 
derstanding between workers and 
employers as to the procedure and 
method of constructive collective 
bargaining.” 

She safd suggestions for new 
labor legislation or amendments 
to existing laws would not be ruled 
out, although the meeting was not 
arranged for that purpose,

45 PLANES IN AIR 
IN ONE BATTLE

ZARAGOZA, Spain,: April 19.— 
Seven of a squadron of 30 Govern- 
ment planes were sent crashing to 
earth in a spectacular battle with 
15 rebel planes over the Aragon 
front, the insurgents reported yes- 
terday. 

The Spanish Government Air 
Ministry announced Saturday four 
rebel Heinkel (German) planes 
were downed by Government air- 
men on the Teruel front east of 
Madrid. The insurgent report ap- 
parently referred to the same en- 
counter, 

Thet insurgents said Gen, Fran- 
cisco Franco's pilots made up for 
their lack of numerical strength 
by outmaneuvering the Govern- 
ment flyers. Ground troops saw 
a lone insurgent pilot shoot down 
two Government planes in a pre- 
lude to the battle of the 45 planes. 


10 Killed, 15 Wounded in Aerial At- 
tack on Bilbao. 

HENDAYE, French-Spanish Bor- 
der, April 19.—Renewal of the in- 
surgent drive on Bilbao was expect- 
ed today with a warning by Gener- 
alissimo Francisco Franco te Bas- 
que defenders that 500 artillery 
pieces were lined up to shell Span- 
ish Government lines. 

Bilbao’s residents counted 10 
dead and 15 injured from an insurg- 
ent aerial bombardment Sunday on 
the Basque capital. Three insurg- 
ent pilots were burned to death 
when their planes crashed. One of 
-the- dead aviators was German 
Hans Soboska, 25 years old, whose 
passport showed he had gone from 
Berlin to Rome and thence to Se- 
ville, southern insurgent headquar- 
ters. ' 

Twenty-one bombs struck Bilbao 
proper during the air attack, caus- 
ing what Government officials said

Martin Not Sure Complaint 
Has Been Filed Against

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Homer 
Martin, president of the United 
Automobile Workers, said today 
the United Automobile Workers’ 
leaders had discussed with Nation- 
al Labor Relations Board officials 
issuance of complaints against 
Henry Ford.

COURT BARS INTEREST 
PAYMENT BY WABASH 


Forbids $825,000 ~ Disburse- 
ment and Orders Reorgan- 
ization Plan Filed.

Application of the receivers of 
the Wabash Railread to pay — 
annual interest of $825,000 due May 
1 on the first mortgage bond issue | 
was denied today by United States 
District Judge Charles B. Davis, 
who ordered all interest money ap- 


plied to maintenance and directed 
committees representing bondhold- 
ers and stockholders to file a reor- 
ganization plan within 60 days. 

The receivers, Frank C. Nicode- 
rouse Jr. and Norman B. Pitcairn, 
were directed ta aid in drawing a 
plan and, if none were filed within 
the 60 days, then to submit one 
themselves within an additional 30 
days. 

In directing the receivers to make 
no further interest payments and 
to utilize-available funds for “res- 
toration of existing urndermainten- 
ance, Judge Davis pointed out that 
the railroad had been in receiyer- 
ship for more than five years. 
Throughout this period, he said, in- 
terest had been paid on bonds hay- 
ing an aggregate principal amount 
of about $62,000,000 and certificates 
of indebtedness, now past due and 
unpaid, had been issued for a total 
of $21,440,000 

Although the receivers had done 
mupch to remedy under-mainten- 
ance, he continued, the condition of 
the properties required the expendi- 
ture of about $3,000,000. Annual in- 
terest requirements amount to 
about $3,250,000. 

Nat 8S. Brown, general counsel 
for the receivers, said they declined 
to comment on the court order but 
referred ta a circular issued April 
7, by stockholders in which it was 
stated that conferences among large 
bondholderg on a _ reorganization 
plan were “eontinuing and should 
take more concrete shape before the 
end of the year.”

AL SIMMONS LOST 
$1100 IN TACK FIRM 
STOCK, HE TESTIFIES 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 19. — Al 
Simmons, the Washington Sen- 
ators’ new outfielder, told the Se- 
curities Commission today he lost 
$1100 on a transaction in Atlas 
Tack Corporation stock in the fall 
of 1936. 

Simmons, recently acquired from 
the Detroit Tigers, was called as 
a witness at the commission hear- 
ing-on charges against W. E. Hut- 
ton & Co. of manipulating Atlas 
Tack stock. Slouching in his chair, 
Simmons ‘recited details of his pur- 
chase of 200. shares of Atlas Tack 
in late 1935 and early 1936. 

He said he bought the securities 
upon receiving a _ letter from 
Mickey Cochrane, manager of the 
Detroit, Tigers. Simmons gave his 
testimony just before donning his 
uniform for his first game of the 
regular season as a Senator. 
Commission Counsel Jacob Gru- 
ber attempted to show that Coch- 
rane had been advised to buy At- 
las Tack by Jerry McCarthy, cus- 
tomer’s man in the Hutton Detroit 
office. 

Asked by Gruber why he had 
received information about. Atlas 
stock from Cochrane, Simmons as- 
serted that “Mickey and I had 
been teammates for years—when- 
ever he had a tip which might 
make us a few dollars he passed 
it on to me, and I did the same.” 
Simmons testified he bought 100 
shares of Atlas Tack at 19% and 
100 shares at 21% He sold his 
total holdings, he said, at 15%.

XPERT opinion, however, 

doesn’t always spell success. 
Many: times expert opinion has 
crashed with accompanying sur- 
prise and alibis. The complete 
rout of authoritative opinion as to 
the Schmeling-Louis fight out- 
come is an outstanding example 
of expert inadequacy.

“In a sense it is Lexington and 
Concord again. I: do not think of 
these encounters between employ- 
ers and employes as a class strug- 
gie. 

“Heretofore labor, in seeking to 
better itself, has not presented any 
semblance of a united front except 
in the crafts and trades. Now we 
find an effort to organize all work- 
ers in each industry for united ac- 
tion to further their common end. 

“This is distinctly a new element 
on the part of the average work- 
ingman, an effort to avoid repeti- 
tion of the shame and humiliation 
of the depression, a search for en- 
larged freedom and the right to 
grow. He believes that he can 
achieve these ends only through his 
own united efforts as the history 
of labor movements tends to bear 
out. 

“Though events may suggest that 
management and labor are as two 
opposing hostile armed camps, it is 
not at all true. The interest of one 
is essentially the interest of the 
other, and neither is best served by 
frequent interruption of industrial 
tranquility. 

Dual Responsibility. 

The maintenance of industrial 
peace has always been a responsi- 
bility of both employer and em- 
ploye. Present thinking places. a

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sustain its authority, but it must 
recognize that laws may lag be- 
hind the times and behind the 
needs of the times. 

“It is a proper function of gov- 
ernment to provide the means for 
preventing industrial dispute; to 
prevent violence and coercion in 
industry; to facilitate conciliation, 
mediation and arbitration when dis- 
putes arise; and to p de for 
the peaceful settlement of disputes 
which cannot be settled without 
governmental intervention. 

“The achievement of these ends 
may require new legislation. 

“Legislation conferring upon gov- 
ernment the right to investigate 
labor disturbances and to keep in 
hand the parties to any serious in- 
dustrial disturbance is. necessary. 
Such legislation must not be op- 
pressive.” 

Murphy suggested legislation 
which “would elevate the public 
rights over and above the rights 
of either of the contestants in a 
labor dispute; protect the public 
interest by minimizing the pos- 
sibility of strikes, lockouts, sit- 
downs, or walkouts without entire- 
ly outlawing the right to strike; 
would be just and not one-sided 
and would give the workers such 
essentials as minimum wages for 
both men and women, adequate 
social security, a liberal occupation- 
al disease law, protection against 
espionage, discrimination and com- 
pany unions, and collective bar- 
gaining. 

“In times past," Murphy said; “it 
has happened that government has 
been used for the private purposes 
of powerful interests. ‘This must 
be studiously avoided. Government 
must speak only for the people. 

Caution Against Use of Power. 

“There are those who advocate 
the use of physical strength of 
the Government as the sole means 
of suppressing industrial disturb- 
ances. \ 

“On the contrary, I believe the 
wisest use of the power of gov- 


ernment will observe restraint and 


avoid abuse of that power; that 
improper use of military power in 
recent disputes could easily have 
plunged us into disturbances of 
ghastly consequences; and that the 
free and unrestrained use of mere 
power is not a proper exercise or 
the best evidence of strength and 
discipline—but rather shows the 
lack of them.

each other. They did it voluntarily 
because of their confidence in im- 
partial government. 

“Let us understand that it is 
American to adjudicate every dis- 
pute in friendly conferences con- 
ducted in a spirit of reason and 
justice. 

“T trust that industrial conflict 
may soon be extinct. Such a con- 
summation would constitute an- 
other happy achievement in the 
quest of the average Man compar- 
able to the historic achievement of 
Lexington and Concord.”

New evidence that heart disease, 
jading cause of death in the 
ynited States, is due to an 
upsetting of the chemistry inside 
the cells of the heart muscle was 
presented today by Dr. George R. 
Herrmann of Galveston, Tex., pro- 
fessor of clinical medicine at the 
University of Texas School of 


Medicine, before the opening ses- 
sion of the American College of 
Physicians convention at Hotel Jef- 


ferson. 

About 2200 specialists in internal 
madicine, research men and teach- 
ers from every state, Mexico and 
Canada, are expected to register by 
tomorrow for the twenty-first an- 
qual gathering of the college.

Extensive studies of the heart 
muscle of patients who had died of 
heart disease have demonstrated 
josses of creatine, phosphates and 
potassium when compared with the 
values found under other condi- 
tions, Dr. Herrmann reported. Ani- 
mal experimental studies corrobo- 
rated these findings. 

Anemia, asphyxia, aortic syphillis 
and coronary artery disease seem

Blood-Letiing Indorsed.

Kaltreider of Rochester, N. Y., in- 
dorsed the ancient practice of 
blood-letting in the treatment of po- 
lycythemia, a condition resulting 
from an excess of red blood cor- 
puscles in the body. 

@ Systematic blood-letting “appears 

™@to be a relatively safe and effi- 
tient therapeutic procedure,” they 
reported, after studying its effect 
om five patients’ Opening a vein 
and withdrawing large quantities 
of blood reduced the red blood cells, 
hemoglobin, blood viscosity and 
blood volume to near normal and 
improved circulation, the report 
continued. 

The effects of the blood-letting 
Were maintained for relatively long 
Periods without further treatment. 
Unfavorable reactions to the pro- 
dure were not encountered even 
when large amounts of blood were 
vihdrawn within a period of a few 
fays, the University of Rochester 
physicians reported. 


Study of Encephalitis.

Some Up From 100 to 500 Pct.—Only Five of 
| 37 Firms Report Losses or Decrease 
in Gains in 1936. 


The 1936 profits of some St. Louis 
corporation ranged from 100 to 500 
per cent greater than in 1935, and 
in at least one case the increase 
was more than 2000 per cent. 

The fact that profits generally 
were substantially greater © was

week of Assessor Ralph W. Coale | 


that aggregate taxable income of 


St. Louis corporations subject to 
St ‘e income tax was $44,138,488 
in 1936 compared with $28,052,704 
in 1935, a rise of 57 per cent. 

Income tax returns of individual 
corporations are not made public. 
The assessor reported the number 
of corporations making income tax 
reports in 1936 was 2377, a gain of 
381, or 19 per cent, over the total 
of 1935. 

Examination of annual reports 
to stockholders of typical corpora- 
tions shows the broad and some- 
times striking extent of the profit 
increases. Among 37 typical St. 
Louis corporations, some small and 
some of giant proportions, losses or 
decreased profits in 1936 were re- 
ported by only five; in all other 
cases there were substantia] in- 
creases in net income, or profit. 
‘Net income in these reports is not 
exactly the same as net taxable in- 
come for State income tax purposes, 
but bears a close relation to it. 


Cement Firms Huge Gain. 


The most striking gain was 
made by a cement manufacturing 
company whose 1936 profit was 22 
times that of 1935. The 1936 profit 
was about half a million dollars. 

In the beer, food, clothing and 
cigarette industries large profit 
gains were reported. -One brewery 
the profits of which exceeded $3,- 
000,000 had a gain of 240 per cent; 
for another the increase was 300 
per cent and for still another, 91 
per cent. A slight decrease in 
net income was reported by oge 
brewery. 

One food processing company’s 
net income increased 75 per cent, 
and in the case of another the in- 
crease was 37 per cent. A candy 
manufacturer reported a net income 
of more than $300,000 compared with 
me of nearly $400,000 the year be- 

ore. : 

Two large manufacturers of ex- 
tensive lines of cotton clothing re- 
ported striking increases of net in- 
come, in one case 560 per cent and 
in the other 320 per cent. 

A tobacco manufacturer, whose 
annual profits, largely from. cigar- 
ettes, run into the millions, report- 
ed an increase of nearly 50 per cent. 


had net income increases of more 
than 50 per cent, and for 10 the 
increase was more than 100, per 
cent. Five others had profits in 
1936 compared with losses in 1935. 
In numerous other cases the net 
income increased from 10 to near- 
ly 50 per cent. 


Dividends to Avoid Tax. 


The increased profits made larger 
dividends available to stockholde's, 
and in some cases most of the 
profit was paid out in dividends in 
order to avoid the new Federal tax 
on undistributed - profits. Some of 
the increase of 28 per cent in tax- 
able income of individuals was at- 
tributable to these factors. 

Assessor Cole, reporting an in- 
crease of individua] taxable income 
last Saturday, said the number of 
St. Louisans filing personal returns 
for 1936 was 41,427, or an increase 
of 13 per cent over the number in 
1935, which was 36,601. The asses- 
sor thought generally improved 
business conditions accounted to a 
large extent for the increase in in- 
come of both corporations and indi- 
viduals. 

Factors in Gain. 


Among the factors to which econ- 
omists generally attribute some de- 
gree of the increase of business 
profits throughout the United 
States are these: 


Wide diffusion of Government} 


funds through W P A employment 
projects gave infpetus to mass pur- 
chasing of necessaries and cheap 
luxury items such as beer, cigarettes 
and candy. 

The full effect of large-Govern- 
ment construction projects was felt 
in the increased demand for mate- 
rials. 

With “easy” money and the threat 
of rising prices much of the nor- 
mal buying which was deferred 
during the depression was resumed. 

In general, however, business 
profits increased in gerater porpor- 
tion than business volume. In St. 
Louis, for instance, aggregate sales 
of merchants and manufacture 
reported for license taxes, incre 
only 10.5 per cent in 1936 as com- 
pared with 1935. :

I salute you with words that the church has 
placed in the mouth of sovereign pontiffs, “Peace 
be unto you.” ... I say to the Catholics of 
Spain, to the military who have directed their 
arms against the people, to the conservative 
classes who have built a wall and opened an 
abyss between themselves and the people: You 
are making a great error. The Spanish people 
has been and always will be a good people. ... 

In the name of the Spanish people, I insist 
that mercenaries, men of another race in the 
pay of the rebels, shall not be sent against the 
Spanish people, who fight on unequal terms. 

A sheaf of views by other Spanish Catholics ap- 
pears in the article under the cartoon today.

There will be many on both sides 
who feel that no solution is desir- 
able. The President’s implacable 
enemies will feel that he must go 
down to defeat, or at least be 
branded forever as the first Presi- 
dent who etruck at the indepen- 
dence of the judiciary.. The Presi- 
dent’s fanatic friends will feel 
that unless they ride roughshod 
over the opposition, the whole ad- 
ministration is seriously, perhaps 
fatally, injured. 

My own view is that, though 
there should be no compromise 
whatever on the question of pack- 
ing the court, it is a matter of 
great’ importance that the Presi- 
dent’s leadership should not be de- 
stroyed. I did not vote for him in 
1936 and I feel deeply critical of 
certain major trends of his policy. 
But I do not see how anyone could 
wish to see a President in the 
next four years who is as helpless 
as Wilson in his last two years or 
as Hoover for three years. That 
would be a great evil and pregnant 
with immense danger. 

So I feel.that whatever can be 
done, short of destroying the in- 
dependence of the court, to pre- 
serve the President and the coun- 
try from the threat of four years 
of partisan disunion and political 
impotence, public-spirited men 
should do,

It is still possible, if only we 
choose to rise to the occasion, for 
both sides to retire honorably from 
the field of battle with their pro- 
fessed principles intact.

A spokesman for the signers 
said the statement was intended to 
show sympathy with the stand of 
English church officers on the 
Duke of Windsor’s forthcoming 
marriage to Mrs. Wallis Warfield’ 
Simpson and to protest against ef- 
forts to persuade the Episcopal 
general convention, which meets 
soon in Cincinnati, to modify the 
canons. 

’ At the’ bottom of the statement, 
below the signatures, was the fol- 
lowing note: 

“Because there is a movement, 
apparently well organized, now 
under way, urging the passing of 
various canons on marriage after 
divorce, those whose names are 
signed above feel that the convic- 
tions expressed in the statement 
need expression.

Bishop Scarlett Favors Liberalizing 
Divorce Canon. 


Bishop William Scarlett, a mem- 
ber of the Divorce Commission of 
the Episcopal Church, said today 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
both his own view and the majority 
view of the commission were op- 
posed to the sentiments expressed 
in a statement issued by a group of 
clergymen. The signatories belong 
to the “high church” wing. 

The divorce commission, consist- 
ing of about 12 Bishops, ministers 
and laymen, will meet in New York 
April 30, to formulate its final rec- 
ommendations to be presented to 
the general convention, the 
church’s law-making body, at its 
meeting next summer. 

Bishop Scarlett, who is a leader 
of the liberal wing of the church, 
disclosed that the present “ma- 
jority view” of the commission, to 
which he subscribes, is a liberaliza- 
tion of the cannon relating to mar- 
riage and divorce. He expressed the 
opinion that the committee would 
introduce a resolution calling for a 
new canon to replace the present 
canon which forbids remarriage ex- 
cept for the innocent party in a 
court case involving adultery. 

The divorce commission, which 
was appointed by the general con- 
vention, attempted six years ago to 
create a canon providing that a 
bishop or a marital court of the 
diocese might judge each applica- 
tion for divorce on its merits. This 
suggestion was voted down and has 
resulted in a controversy which has 
gained in intensity as the time ap- 
proaches for a new convention. 

In indicating that the proposal, 
or one similar to it, will be reintro- 
duced at the coming convention 
Bishop Scarlett said that he regards 
the present canon as representing 
an “unrealistic approach” to the 
whole problem of marriage and di- 
vorce Each case, he thinks, should 
be determined on its merits.

Poverty adds to all human §ills. 
It is a curse, poisonous to the 
bodies and souls of men. Away 
with it! Fight it tooth and nail, 
But don’t use poor children, or 
poor parents, as a weapon. Use 
the greed, the stupidity, the ignor- 
ance of our social scheme instead 
and educate the community to the 
place where they can overcome the 
evils that cause poverty.

ND I don’t agree with anyone 

who says that poverty is a good 

stimulant to the ambition of 
boys and girls. It is nothing of the 
sort. It is a depressant of the 
worst kind. All children should 
be, and some day will be, relieved 
of its black burden. 

What I want to make clear is 
this: Character is not dependent 
upon money or the lack of it. It 
is a matter of the intelligence, 
the cultivation of the intelligence 
and the resultant soul. If the 
well-to-do and wealthy were all 
honorable men, of high character, 
of nobility of soul, there might 
be some reason for this prevalent 
idea, or excuse for an idea. But 
we all know that virtue and honor 
and nobility of character have lit- 
tle relation to money. 

Nor does poverty make saints. 
Saints have taken the vow of 
poverty, but I never could see that 
that had anything to do with their 
saintliness. Nor has poverty any- 
thing much to do. with crime. 
Criminals were that way before

Let’s be honest as we fight 
for the salvation of the oppressed 
of the earth.
